Many Important Measures Still

on 
Dockets. 


Hawaii's second legislature will enter upon its last day of the 
regular session today. 
The Senate is fairly well along Avith its work 
but the House has a deal of work to do, and important work at that. 
The most necessary measure is that which provides for Ihe appropri- 
ations under the loan bill, the act having passed the Senate and 
second reading in the House last night. Its fate is in doubt as is that 
of the County amendments measure. 
In addition to these there are some 25 Senate bills which an

on third reading. 
Among these are the

on attachments 
and garnishments, exemption 
of personal

attach-

from Explosives, Gambling', Foreign Corporations and toi reorganize 
ihe Judiciary. 
The closing scenes of the Hduse session displayed 
no unanimity 
whatever. 
The Long bill had in it the Pauoa purchase section and 
this brought about a tight which was not without bitterness and 
when the amendments of the Senate were 
concurred 
in, with a 
majority of the Oaliu members voting against it the last chance 
t 
harmony vanished. 
It was reasonably certain before that an 
ex- 
tension might be granted but it seems just as sure now that a re- 
quest for extra time would not receive the unanimous 
vote of either 
House. 
The session today promises to be interesting at least.

BEEF NOT GOOD 
FOR SOLDIERS 


General 
Miles 
Wants 
Live 
Cattle 
Shipped to the Philippines, 
For the Army.

WASniXGTOX, April 27. 
In hisvreport upon the condition of 
the army in the Philippines, based upon his recent tour of observa- 
tion, in'tihose 
islands, 
General 
Miles recommends 
the shipment of 
live beef and mutton to Manila for the use of the army. 
The 
snp-pl- 
hitherto and since the time of Dewey who inaugurated the prac- 
tice when he was in practical control 
of the situation there follow- 
ing his victory over the Spaniards, has been obtained 
in cold storage 
ships 
from Australia, and the meat tfias always 
been of the best 
possible quality. 
In all the campaigns in the Philippines the Amer- 
ican troops have been fed in 
way, the ships bringing the meat 
to .the harbor of Manila and lying there, as a rule, until the supply 
brought had been consumed, when they would return to the colony 
ports for a fresh supply. 
It was this cold storage meal that saved 
the army, practically, during the Spanish war, Dewey permitting 
the troops to be supplied from the navy stores. 
Miles would change 
all this, his contention being that the constant feeding of men upon 
cold storage meat is not healthful.

It was 
announced last evening that he had decided to veto the meas- 
ure, owing entirely to what he considers th'e unconstitutional 
features. 
It was stated as well that the Governor was considering, 
seriously the extension of the session, for five days, so that the 
bill may be made legal in all its provisions. 
This will mean the 
recasting of the bill, so as to take out of it many of the purely 
technical 
amendments 
put in by the Senate, as well as the 
alterations which affect some of the most important points of 
the measure. 
Speaker Beekley said that he had heard rumors to this ef- 


fect, and was inclined to believe that the results would be 
along these lines. 
He said further that he was informed that 
there would be a rest of two weeks before the convening of the 
special session for the appropriation bills.

desirous 
of getting the Itapld 
Transit Company 
to extend Its system 
along the Wnlalae road to the crest of 
the hill mauka of Diamond 
Head, and 
have offered

Bishop 
Estate 
Trus- 
tees, not having cnMt 
In hand to pay 
their shnre of the cost of building the

pers were executed, 
Mr. Holmes,

ON THE

MOSOUITOES 


Can 
Sweep 
Pest 
Out of the 
Islands. 


The man who will destroy the mos- 
quitoes of Honolulu will 
do more to 
make 
these 
Islands 
a perfect 
place 
of resldenco than any man has ever 
done. 
And it can bo done. 
Mr. D. L. 
Van Dine, entomologist at the United 
States Experiment 
station, has point- 
ed out the way. 
A systematic 
effort 
in the direction and along the lines 
pointed out by Mr. Van Dine, 
will do 
the Job. 
"It is the common opinion here, 
said Mr. Van Dine in a paper on the 
subject 
recently 
prepared, 
"that the 
taro patches and rico fields are main- 
ly responsible 
for the abundance 
of 
mosquitoes. 
Mosquitoes undoubtedly 
breed to some extent in these places 
and homes In the vicinity 
of 
such 
places are no doubt Infested with mos- 
quitoes from that source but a study 
of the subject of breeding places will 
disclose tho fact that the 
taro-patch- 
and rice 
fields 
are 
only partly 
re- 
sponsible for tho conditions here. 
I 
never In my life passed so uncomfort- 
able a night as I did on these Islands 
seven miles away from the nearest 
taro patch or rice field. 
The source 
of the mosquitoes proved to be a rain 
water barrel 
and a tank for storing 
water In close proximity to the house 
The places for the most part respon- 
sible for tho abundance 
of this pest 
arc pools, swampy places (such as arc 
found in abandoned taio patches ana 
rico fields) barrels.water tanks.wayside 
ditches, open sewers, cisterns, 
wells, 
gutters 
and eaves uiat 
have become clogged, empty cans and 
broken bottles on rubbish heaps, post 
holes and other excavations 
left 
un- 
filled, 
and such vessels 
as 
flower 
vases In houses left for any time w 
1th-o- 
ut 
omptylng. 
Mosquitoes have been 
found breeding in tin cans filled with 
water 
and placed under the legs of 
a table 
as prevention 
against 
ants. 
I bellovo the many tubs, barrels, and 
vessels found about houses as contain- 
ers of water in the outlying districts 
about 
Honolulu where city water 
Is 
not supplied 
to bo more productive 
of mosquitoes than all tho taro patch- 
es about hero 
METHODS 
OP FIGHTING MOSQUI- 
TOES. 
Tho only efforts directed 
agalnbt 
mosquitoes 
here 
aro an attempt to 
protect oneself from the adult by the 
screening of houses, tho uso of nets 
at night, and the burning in the rooms 
of buhaqh or pyrethrum powder. These 
methods aro more "or less 
successful 
in obtaining individual relief bat in no 
manner lessen tho number or remove 
tho source of tho nuisance. 
The com- 
munity as a whole receives no benefit 
because ono man is fortunate 
enough 
to bo able to screen his house. 
A few 
individuals 
hero and thoie 
have 
di- 
rected 
their efforts against 
tho 
lar- 
vae by tho uso of coal oil but this 
Is 
of little importance when a neighbor 
can breed enough in a neglected 
oil-ti- n 
or a tub under 
a 
water-ta- p 
to 
malco it uncomfortablo for the whole 
neighborhood. 
A real estate man can- 
not bo forced to remove from hls'prop-cit- y 
a nuisance that unfits It for res- 
idential 
purposes. 
A city cannot 
bo 
foiced to make tho place more 
com- 
fortable to the citizens and moie 
to the visitors 
but certainly 
the Board of Health has the power to 
compel a man who is not anxious to 
promote tho Interest 
and welfaro of 
liis community 
to remove 
from his 
property 
a nuisance 
and, 
since 
we 
have the dreaded yellow fever 
mos- 
quito here, a constant source of dan- 
ger to health 
In reviewing tho life history of tho 
mosquito It Is evident that the effort 
to exterminate 
tho post must be 
di- 
rected 
against 
the 
breeding 
places. 
Let the 
war-cr- y 
bo "No standing 
wa- 
ter." 
Overlook no breeding 
places, 
however, 
small, 
even to tho empty 
tomato-ca- n 
on tho rubbish heap. 
Tho most effectual way to destroy 
a breeding place Is to fill it up, this re- 
moving the placo as a source of mos- 
quitoes at once, and for all time. 
Tho 
next best thing, providing the place is 
too largo to 
All or tho material 
for 
filling Is not at hand, Is to drain it 
out. 
Tho larvae 
and 
eggs 
cannot 
stand thorough drying nnd 
In tho 
fu- 
ture the placo cannot act as a breed- 
ing place with tho absonco of water. 
If it 
Is not feaRlblo 
to either 
fill or 
drain 
tho breeding 
placo 
thon 
two 
more methods 
remain; 
(l) 
tho 
coal 
oil treatmont 
on tho surfaco or If for 
any 
reason that cannot 
bo 
done (a 
trough used for watering stock for ex- 
ample), 
(2) tho Introduction 
of 
fish 
known to be feeders on tho young of 
mosquitoes. 
Tho coal oil method, widely under- 
stood, consists of appljlng to tho sur- 
faco of water in tho breeding 
place3 
n sufficient amount 
of coal 
oil 
to 
spread evenly over tho surfaco. 
Tho 
manner 
In which this 
Is effective In 
destroying tho young mosquitoes 
will 
ho pointed out in tho illustrations 
to 
follow. 
It is sufficient to remind you 
in this connection that tho larvao aro 
and must come to tho 
surfaco of tho w ator to obtain tho air. 
Tho oil In no manner affects the water 
for uso whero tho water is drawn off 
from tho bottom.

In answer to a letter ot 
Inquiry in regard to the fishes we have 
hero feeding on tho joung of mosqui- 
toes and the feasibility 
of introducing 
the 
Dr. Jordan, President 
of Stanford 
University, 
replies under 
date of Jan. 21; 
"Tho onl 
fishes that 
you havo which feed upon mosquitoes 
in the smnll 
ponds, aie the different 
kinds of gobies locally known as oopu, 
anj the gold 
flsh. 
Tho different 
spe- 
cies of 
oopu aio found 
in 
all

streams, but whether they feed on the 
larvao or not must be determined 
by 
dissection 
"Tho 
aro entirely 
In 
Hawaii 
They 
aro 
very 
easily 
transpoited, 
being 
hardy. 
There 
aro, 
however, 
nonp 
of them in California, and thoy 
would have to bo brought either from 
tho Mississippi Valley, or from

The best species for jour

could be found in tho streams

Mexico, but It would bo a lit- 
tle costly to send a. man down to get 
them. 
Next to these, 
I would 
recom- 
mend tiylng the 
Gulf states or 
Flo-lld- 
a.

Tho 
Introduction 
of 
insectivorous 
bats has been suggested as a means 
of lessoning 
tho number of mosqui- 
toes. 
Mr. Wm, 
A. Bryan, curator 
of 
ornithology at Bishop 
Museum 
and 
Inspector 
of Birds and Animals 
for 
Hawaii 
says, speaking 
of the 
Intro- 
duction of bats: "Vesperugo, the com 
monest 
of tho British 
bats, 
is found 
about old buildings, in creeks, rocks, 
etc. 
Its food is said to bo gnats 
(mos- 
quitoes). 
It will readily oat meat in 
captivity 
and becomes a nuisance 
In 
houses. 
I would 
not advise tho 
Introduction and liberation ot 
any species without provious study of 
Its habits hero In confinement". 
We havo In the houses horo 
two 
species of spiders and a llznrd, 
com- 
monly 
called "swifts", 
that prey 
on 
tho 
adult 
mosquitoes. 
While 
tho 
adults should bo destroyed anywhere 
nnd everywhere possible, the effort of 
destruction should be .directed against 
tho larvao 
in doing away 
with 
tho 
breeding places or If that is rfot 
pos-slb-

favorablo for their development, 
Ono great point In our favor In this 
mosquito problem Is tho fact that this 
is an Insular 
territory. 
Onco 
the 
breeding 
places aro done away with 
tho danger from an outside Invasion 
Is very small.

come, as they did at first, on Incom- 
ing ships, tho number would not be 
sufficient to causo any great 
discom-

mediate vicinity of tho ports

In regard to the 
yellow fever mosquito it. is known" to

Board 
of 
Health 
Has Set the 
Limit. 


There are about 
one thousand 
per- 
sons peimniiently resident nt the leper 
settlement 
on the Island 
of Molokal, 
and there 
Is an average 
of about five 
live nnd lively dogs 
to each person. 
And those 
statements 
are explana 
tory of a number of things. 
It would 
be 
supposLd, 
In the first 
place, 
that 
there 
was 
some 
mysterious 
affinity 
between dogs and leprosy, but this is 
not the fact. 
The nntlvc, however, 
has 
a gieat fondness 
for dogs 
nnd 
dog 
nnd because of that fondness the num- 
ber 
of canine pets nt the settlement 
hns Increased 
to such an extent that 
they 
have 
not 
only 
become 
n great 
nutsnnco to those 
persons on Molokal 
who nre able to lestraln their affection 
for dogs within 
reasonable limits, but 
have HkewNe become a menace 
to the 
lepcis 
themselves, 
In that their 
dogs 
aio literally eating them out of house 
nnd home. 
There 
Is, 
In fnct, a constantly 
In- 
creasing 
Insufficiency, 
acutely 
felt, 
in 
the pnlal ration Issued, 
while the dogs 
glow more numeious at regularly 
re- 
clining' 
Intervals, and 
more voracious 
day by day. 
The aveiagu native will 
go hungty 
himself, 
to 
feed 
his 
dog. 
More, 
he will even 
let his filend 
go 
hungty 
to feed his dog. 
This Is what 
might bo called an amiable weakness, 
nnd works no particular 
harm where 
the native 
Is healthy enough to follow 
his bent nnd eat the dog, in time, thus 
cementing 
his attachment 
to his pet 
permanently, 
but 
the 
people 
at 
the 
settlement 
nto not Inclined 
to do that 
nt least, 
not enough 
Inclined 
to 
do 
so to keep down the suiplus dogs, and 
so the Board 
ot Health hns been com 
pelled 
to take a hand 
In the matter. 
And 
this his become 
a condition 
le- - 
qulilng 
action the moie Imperatively 
because the dogs, not content with eat- 
ing up the palal of their owneis, have 
lately 
taken 
to tunning 
In 
the 
hills 
and 
pulling 
down 
the calves 
of 
tho 
heids theio nnd eating them also, thus 
cutting 
into 
the meat intlon as 
well 
as the ration 
of palal. 
It was In view 
of this condition that 
a petition 
was sent 
by the lepers to 
the Hoard 
of Health praying 
to have 
the 
number 
of 
dogs 
In 
the 
Settle- 
ment 
limited, 
which 
petition lesulted 
in the passage by the board of a new 
regulation 
limiting .the canine 
posses- 
sions of ench leper to ono 
dog. 
The 
bonrd was 
not, 
however. 
Inclined 
to 
be .exigent 
In tho ninttei. 
It gave the 
dog 
owneis until the 
1st 
of July 
to 
got rid of tho surplus 
That 
should 
be ample 
time 
to prepare 
nnd 
enjoy 
a lot of luaus 
And five thousand dogs 
would 
conti Unite most successfully 
to 
a numbor 
of occasions of that kind, 
whether 
as 
conscious 
or unconscious 
participants 
In the festivities 
"For," as a member of the Board of 
Health 
said 
when 
asked 
about 
the 
matter jesterdaj, "the dogs have been 
eating 
thorn 
out of house 
nnd 
homo. 
Now let them eat the dogs, and that 
will preseivo the balance"

E. Damon, 
treasurer 
ot the 
Hdno-lul- 
u 
Home for Incurables nt Kaimuki. 
shows that the condition of that Institu- 
tion, and the work done theie are of 
a character 
that should 
commend 
Its 
vnlue to oveiy man nnd 
woman 
who 
has a heart for the sufferings of the un- 
fortunate. 
The Home for Incurables 
Is 
ono of those Institutions, 
semi-publ- 
ic 
In character, 
for the maintenance 
of 
which the good people ot Honolulu have 
long 
been noted. 
This 
reputation 
of 
Honolulu has traveled 
much farther 
abroad than most lesldents of tho city 
are nware, perhaps. 
There Is, In fact, 
no city of Its sire In the United Stntes 
that 
does 
more 
and more Intelligent 
charitable 
work than 
Honolulu. 
Tho 
fact Is due to latitude, perhaps In part, 
for people 
In vvnrm climates aie alwajs 
warm hearted, 
but It Is duo also to a 
certain hnbit of charity that la an
